A scarce uncirculated Lincoln cent, 
particularly in red.

Darker mottled shades of toning accent 
this proof issue of which only 500 were struck. 


393 PCGS 1873 Arrows PR 64. Mostly brilliant with an 
appealing contrast on the obverse between the fields and the 
devices. An important two-year proof type coin. 

394 NGC 1882 PR 65. A watery gem, untoned save for a whisper 
of golden color at the edges. 

395 PCGS 1884 PR 64. Gorgeous bluish-green and violet 
iridescence atop mirror surfaces. 

396 NGC 1886 PR 64. Moderately toned, with more colorful orange 
and blue iridescence on the reverse. 

397 PCGS 1887 PR 61. Rose and blue iridescent toning over both 
sides. 

398 PCGS 1888 PR 64. Totally brilliant with highly mirrored fields 
and full frosted devices. A few normal hairlines are present 
which do not impair this coin's overall attractive appearance. 

399 PCGS 1888 PR 66. A glittering, hairline-free example, toned 
in colorful shades of bluish-green and golden-rose. Population: 
3 in 66, 1 higher. 

400 PCGS 1890 PR 64. A glittering cameo, completely brilliant and 
just a few wispy obverse hairlines from gem quality. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

401 NGC 1892-0 MS 65. Clean, mark-free surfaces and a good 
strike are enhanced by original deep, sea-green toning. 
Typically, New Orleans Barber issues are notoriously poorly 
struck and this should be considered a very nice exception to 
the rule. 

402 PCGS 1892-S MS 63. The surfaces on this low-mintage first 
year issue are layered in milky steel-violet toning, with 
golden-orange accents peeking out from the stars and 
lettering. Population: 15 in 63, 14 higher. 

403 NGC 1894-S MS 61. Colorful blue and gold toning, leaving 
windows of brilliance in the centers of both sides. Flashy. 

404 PCGS 1894-S MS 63. Frosty and untoned with the eye appeal 
of higher grade coin. One of the few S-mint Barber quarters 
that can reasonably be obtained in mint state. 

405 PCGS 1897-0 MS 63. One of the most challenging dates in the 
Barber quarter series, this '97-0 is toned a milky golden-gray 
and exhibits vibrant luster. Population: 7 in 63, 14 higher. 

406 NGC 1897-S MS 64. Bright, semi-prooflike surfaces with only 
a whisper of golden color peripherally. The low-mintage '97-S 
quarter is a true scarcity in mint state and a near gem 
specimen is a real find for the Barber specialist. Population: 12 
in 64, 3 higher. 

407 NGC 1902-S MS 65. Flashy prooflike surfaces, toned in deep 
splashes of reddish-gold and emerald-green. Elusive as a gem. 
Population: 5 in 65, 2 higher. 

408 PCGS 1906-D MS 64. Lustrous and essentially untoned. 
Although struck in the first year of Denver mint production, 
relatively small numbers were saved. 

409 PCGS 1907-0 MS 66. Perhaps the choicest and most eye 
appealing '07-0 the cataloger has ever seen. Both sides are 
wondrously framed in colorful orange and rose iridescence. 
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with softer greenish-gray and rose hues in the centers. 
Population: 2 in 66, none higher. 

410 NGC 1907-S MS 65. Pale violet toning, shading to bluish- 
green iridescence about the borders. Highly lustrous and one 
of the more difficult S-mint Barbers in gem condition. 
Population: 5 in 65, 2 higher. 

411 NGC 1915-D MS 63. Sharp and lustrous. 

412 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. Exceedingly lustrous with a bit of 
speckled obverse toning. 


PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

413 PCGS 1892 PR 64. A high end first year proof, the obverse 
bemg layered in appealing reddish-gold toning. 

414 NGC 1893 PR 65. A vibrant, untoned cameo, with Liberty’s 
portrait being particularly well frosted. 

415 NGC 1900 PR 63. A select example with watery surfaces and 
hints of yellow-gold color. 

416 NGC 1915 PR 63. Razor sharp with full watery brilliance and 
occasional reddish-violet toning peripherally. One of just 450 
proofs struck. 


STANDING LIBERTY’ QUARTERS 

417 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. A near gem, boldly struck with 
light golden-gray toning. 

418 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. Typically sharp with splashes of 
milky gray-violet patina on either side. 

419 PCGS 1917 Type One MS 65 Full Head. Steel-violet toning 
with specks of russet and orange in the protected areas of the 
reverse. 

420 PCGS 1917 Type Two MS 65 Full Head. Very frosty with a 
needle sharp strike and a bit of streaky toning across the 
obverse. 

421 PCGS 1917-S Type Two MS 63. Lustrous with better than 
average sharpness. One minor spot is seen to the left of 
Liberty. 

422 PCGS 1917-S Type Two MS 65. Bright satiny textured 
surfaces showing only a few specks of toning about portions of 
the obverse edge. 

423 PCGS 1917-S Type Two MS 63 Full Head. Light, streaky 
toning on the reverse. 

Well struck, although the head is not quite 
full. Fully brilliant.

426 PCGS 1919 MS 66 Full Head. Exceptionally lustrous with 
razor sharp detail and just a blush of golden color in the 
centers. Population: 16 in 66, 5 higher. 


427 NGC 1920 MS 66. Bright, satiny luster with soft rose-gold 
toning outlining much of the obverse. Population: 15 in 66, 3 
higher. 

428 PCGS 1923 MS 65. The surfaces are white and satiny, with 
specks of toning on the central devices. 

429 NGC 1924-D MS 65. Frosty white and easily a gem, but 
displaying the typical softness at the top of the date and on 
Liberty's head. 

430 NGC 1924-D MS 65 Full Head. One of the major strike 
rarities among Standing Liberty quarters, this piece exhibits 
uncommonly sharp definition under milky rose-gray toning. 
Population: 11 in 65, 3 higher. 

431 PCGS 1924-S MS 65. Untoned with bright, satiny luster and 
some of the usual softness in the tell-tale areas. Population: 13 
in 65, 6 higher. 

432 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Virtually a full head, with shimmering 
luster and golden peripheral highlights. 

433 NGC 1926-D MS 64. Frosty and well struck. 

434 NGC 1926-D MS 64. From the same source as the preceding, 
displaying frosty devices and hints of golden peripheral color. 

435 NGC 1926-D MS 64. While not exhibiting full head detail, this 
piece is sharper than 90 pet. of the mint state '26-D quarters. 
Frosty and original. 

436 PCI 1927-S XF 45 Environmental Damage. Minimally worn for 
this lower mintage S-mint, but the surfaces display extensive 
porosity. 

437 NGC 1927-S MS 65. Very well defined for this low-mintage 
rarity beneath layers of steel-violet and yellow-gold toning. In 
all grades of mint state, the 1927-S quarter is actually scarcer 
than the better known 1916 Standing Liberty. Population: 8 in 
65, 5 higher. 

438 NGC 1928-D MS 64 Full Head. One of the true strike 
rarities among later date Standing quarters, this piece 
exhibits bright satiny luster and a crescent of golden toning 
most evident on the obverse. Population: 10 in 64, 9 higher. 

439 PCGS 1929 MS 65. Extremely sharp overall with delicate 
pastel overtones. 

440 ANACS 1929 MS 65 Full Head. Bright satiny luster with just a 
whisper of golden color on the right side of the obverse. 

441 NGC 1930 MS 65. A strict gem with coruscating luster and 
essentially complete definition on the highpoints. 

442 PCGS 1930-S MS 66. The frosty obverse is accented by green- 
gold and rose pastel toning about the outer portions. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

443 PCGS 1932-S MS 64. A brilliant, lustrous example of this key 
date. Well struck. 

444 NGC 1937-S MS 66. Very choice for this low-mintage issue, 
being virtually untoned and displaying clean, satiny surfaces. 
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PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

445 PCGS 1940 PR 67. Brilliant and just about perfect. 

446 PCGS 1941 PR 66. Bright, blemish-free surfaces. 

447 NGC 1951 PR 67 Cameo. Sparkling white surfaces, nicely 
frosted on the central devices. Population: 16 in 67, 3 higher. 

448 ANACS 1956 PR 66 Cameo. Attractive golden peripheral 
toning. 

EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

449 PCI 1795 AG 3. 0-124, R.5. Heavily worn into the rims, the 
central details and date are easily discernable. Original and 
uncleaned. 

450 PCGS 1801 Fine 15. 0-101, R.3. Ill-defined in the centers and 
showing an ancient scratch on the lower left portion of the 
obverse. The surfaces are originally toned a light gray with 
underlying golden tints. Scarce. 

451 NGC 1802 XF 40. 0-101, the only variety of the year. Well 
defined for the grade, the coin is toned in lovely shades of 
olive, gray, and rose with some darker speckling around the 
devices. Scarce early date. Trends $2,300. 

452 PCGS 1803 VF 30. Large 3. 0-101, R.3. The surfaces are a 
wholly natural medium-gray and are exceptionally pleasing 
for the grade. 

453 ANACS 1803 XF 45. 0-103, R.3. Pale golden patina with slight 
accents of lilac. 


BUST HALF DOLLARS 

454 PCGS 1812 MS 63. 0-103, R.l. While mostly untoned, the 
small amount of reddish-golden peripheral color is very 
complimentary to the deeply frosted and lustrous surfaces. An 
excellent representation of this type. Trends to $1,900. 

455 PCGS 1813 MS 62. 0-107. R.4. Steely-gold surfaces with 
uncommonly bold definition in virtually all areas. As is 
diagnostic, there are numerous die breaks and clash marks 
about the peripheries. 

456 NGC 1815 AU 53. O-lOla, R.3. A high grade, problem-free 
example of this scarce, key date in the Bust half series. Only 
47,150 pieces were struck. This piece has light, even color over 
both sides and shows noticeable portions of luster in the more 
protected areas of the design. Just slightly soft in the centers 
and showing no distracting blemishes, just the advanced die 
cracks that characterize this die state. Trends $4,750. 

457 PCGS 1823 MS 64. O-106a, R.2. A highly lustrous example, 
both sides of this near gem are toned a deep cobalt-blue with 
faint undertones of citrine and rust-red. The striking details 
on this coin are as intricately defined as on any Bust half we 
can remember ever seeing. Just a couple of minor obverse 
ticks keep this coin from a full gem grade. 

458 ANACS 1825 MS 61. 0-101, R.l. Light in color and 
surprisingly free from blemishes for the grade. 

459 ANACS 1829 AU 50. O-ll la, R.2. Brilliant and well struck. 


460 PCGS 1830 AU 55. Large 0. 0-122, R.l. Basically untoned 
with no mentionable surface blemishes. 

461 PCGS 1831 AU 50. 0-102, R.l. Much brilliance remains with 
just a light accent of golden color on the highpoints. There is a 
large vertical grease stain (as struck) on the reverse. 

462 NGC 1831 MS 61. 0-103, R.l. Deep variegated toning with 
dark speckles of color around the peripheries. 

463 PCGS 1832 MS 64. 0-110, R.l. Rich cinnamon-golden toning 
covers both sides with accents of blue at the margins. On the 
reverse the A in STATES and LURI in PLURIBUS are weak, 
a diagnostic of this variety. A clean example with original 
surfaces. Scarce so fine. 

464 ANACS 1834 AU 50. 0-112, R.3. Bright surfaces with golden 

to nin g. 


SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

465 NGC 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 65. A desirable one year 
type Seated half dollar with arrows at the date and rays on 
the reverse added to indicate a weight change from 13.36 
grams to 12.44 grams. Very few coins have been saved and 
remain as mint state examples, in fact only six MS 65s and one 
MS 66 have been graded by NGC. This coin is predominately 
untoned with just a bit of deep golden patina around the 
border. It has been struck with slightly clashed dies, (coining 
dies that have come together without a planchet between 
them), thus showing a hin t of transference of obverse detail to 
the reverse and reverse detail to the obverse. 

466 NGC 1858 MS 62. Fully brilliant, untoned, and white with 
semi-prooflike surfaces. There are a few visible minor surface 
abrasions, but the coin simply looks too good to be an MS 62. 

467 PCGS 1858 MS 62. Deep reddish-brown and violet toning in 
the protected areas. 

468 NGC 1861-S MS 64. Satiny surfaces that are virtually 
untoned and display exceptional sharpness on the highpoints. 
As a date, mint state 1861-S half dollars are often lumped 
together with other much more obtainable No Motto issues, 
when in reality they are quite scarce. Population: 4 in 64, 3 
higher. 

469 ANACS 1873-CC No Arrows Fine 12. Original with six letters 
of LIBERTY either fully or partly visible. A scarce issue, even 
tougher than its S-mint Arrows counterpart. 

470 NGC 1874 Arrows MS 62. Fully brilliant with original satiny 
luster and an exceptionally sharp strike. Only a few minor 
hairlines in the obverse fields keep this from a much higher 
grade.

NGC 1875-S MS 63. Sharply struck with subtle golden-rose 
accents. 


472 PCGS 1875-S MS 63. Quite sharp beneath speckled russet and 
sea-green toning. 

473 PCGS 1875-S MS 64. This frosty example boasts terrific eye 
appeal, being toned in mottled golden hues in most areas. Only 
a couple of minor obverse field marks keep it out of the gem

ANACS 1876 MS 64. Satiny and noticeable unmarked for the 
grade, with milky golden-russet toning on the obverse. 
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475 NGC 1876-CC MS 63. Fully prooflike with excellent sharpness 
and hints of russet and blue toning on the obverse. 

476 NGC 1877 MS 64. Mostly brilliant with full, shimmering luster 
and excellent sharpness overall. Despite its massive mintage, 
choice 1877 half dollars have proven to be nearly as difficult as 
several of the 1879-1890 issues. 

477 PCGS 1886 MS 64. Fully prooflike with splashes of milky 
patina in the centers. One of just 5,000 business strikes issued. 
Population: 14 in 64, 6 higher. 

478 PCGS 1888 MS 60. Brilliant and, unlik e many business strikes 
of this low-mintage date, without a trace of prooflike surface. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

479 PCGS 1861 PR 64. Both sides are toned a pale violet with 
overlays of milky lavender patina. A substantial number of the 
1,000 proofs were melted and, today, choice specimens are 
surprisingly elusive. Population: 11 in 64, 3 higher. 

480 PCGS 1863 PR 61. Watery golden-steel surfaces. One of just 
460 proofs struck. 

481 NGC 1864 PR 64. Deep blue and gold toning. Struck from a 
proof mintage of just 470 pieces. 

482 ANACS 1869 PR 61. Moderately hairlined with watery 
brilliance and occasional light golden toning. 

483 NGC 1873 Arrows PR 65. Light milky golden hues are seen 
across the obverse of this glittering example. Most important 
as a high grade example of the two-year 1873-74 Arrows proof 
type. Only a small quantity survive in this lofty condition. 
Population: 5 in 65, none higher. 

484 PCGS 1875 PR 64. Well mirrored under light golden-violet 
toning, with a deeper splash across the left side of the reverse. 

485 PCI 1876 PR 63. Because this coin is untoned, the surfaces 
show evidence of some minor hairlines. There is an opaque 
haze present on both sides, a little heavier on the obverse, 
resulting in a somewhat dull appearance. 

486 NGC 1878 PR 64. A choice cameo proof, framed on either side 
in pleasing golden-violet hues. 

487 NGC 1879 PR 64. Flashy mirror surfaces with a blush of 
golden color in the right obverse field. The reverse appears of 
gem quality. 

488 NGC 1882 PR 66. A stunning two-toned specimen with rich 
golden-rose color about the outer portions, shading to blue at 
the rims. Population: 7 in 66, 5 higher. 

489 PCGS 1883 PR 64. Steel-toned surfaces with obvious contrast 
between fields and devices. Low total mintage issue. 

490 PCGS 1885 PR 64. The mirror surfaces exhibit only a trace of 
milky patina in the obverse field. 

491 NGC 1887 PR 64. Fully brilliant with flashy field-to-device 
contrast. 


492 NGC 1888 PR 65. Beautiful multicolored toning frames both 
sides of this sparkling, gem quality proof. Population: 7 in 65, 5 
higher. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

493 PCGS 1892 MS 63. Original satiny luster and near full strike 
complement this first year issue. 

494 PCGS 1893-S MS 63. Untoned with bright semi-prooflike 
fields on the obverse and full prooflikeness on the reverse. The 
low-mintage '93-S half dollar is very scarce in choice condition. 
Population: 11 in 63, 3 higher (none above MS 64). 

495 NGC 1900-S MS 64. Boldly struck with attractive blue and 
golden-orange peripheral toning. A rare S-mint Barber issue 
in mint state. Population: 3 in 64, 4 higher. 

496 NGC 1902 MS 64. Pale gray-violet toning, shading to reddish- 
gold in the protected areas. 

497 PCGS 1903-S MS 64. Boldly struck with splashes of blue and 
golden-orange pastels. Only a few faint roller marks (as seen 
on silver dollars from this same mint) preclude an otherwise 
deserved gem rating. Scarce. Population: 12 in 64, 5 higher. 

498 ANACS 1905-S XF 45. Original light-gray surfaces with much 
underlying luster. 

499 NGC 1907-D MS 64. Very well struck overall, with 
shimmering luster and hints of golden color about the obverse 
devices. 

500 PCGS 1908-D MS 65. Well struck with milky lilac hues 
covering the central portions of the obverse and speckled 
russet and blue-green shades elsewhere. Scarce as a gem. 
Population: 8 in 65, 2 higher. 

501 ANACS 1909 AU 50. Traces of toning cling to the devices. 

502 PCGS 1911-S MS 64. Deep satiny brilliance with only a dash 
of golden toning here and there on either side. A choice, lesser 
seen S-mint Barber. Population: 10 in 64, 4 higher. 

503 ANACS 1912-S AU 50. A problem-free example, light-gray in 
color with speckled overtones in the protected areas.

504 NGC 1892 PR 63. Milky golden-gray patina over two-toned 
surfaces. 

505 PCGS 1899 PR 62. Olive-steel toning over both sides, with a 
bit more flash to the reverse. 

506 NGC 1900 PR 64. Delicate yellow-gold toning adorns the 
obverse. 

507 PCGS 1902 PR 64. Intensely mirrored and just a tiny cut on 
Liberty's cheek from gem quality. 

508 NGC 1903 PR 64. Fully brilliant and nearly void of discernable 
hairlines. 

509 PCGS 1904 PR 62. The mirror surfaces are flashy and fully 
brilliant. One of 670 proofs struck. 
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510 PCGS 1904 PR 64. A glittering, fully white and untoned coin. 
Only 670 Proofs were struck this year. 

511 PCGS 1906 PR 64. A choice, fully reflective example with hints 
of golden toning at the edges. 

512 PCGS 1910 PR 64. Highly reflective with appreciable contrast 
on the obverse and hints of milky white patina. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

513 PCGS 1916 MS 65. A satiny gem, typically bold on the 
highpoints and exhibiting specks of russet toning here and 
there about the borders. 

514 NGC 1916-D MS 64. Speckled russet toning clings to the 
devices. 

515 NGC 1916-D MS 65. The surfaces display a clean, satin-like 
finis h and specks of russet and violet toning about the devices. 

516 NGC 1917 MS 64. A clean, high end specimen, rather deeply 
toned in russet and violet. 

517 NGC 1917 MS 65. A wholly natural gem, with both sides 
layered in rich russet and green-gold toning. 

518 PCGS 1917-D Obverse MS 64. Lustrous and uncommonly 
sharp, with a splash of golden-violet toning in the right 
obverse field. 

519 PCGS 1917-D Reverse MS 64. As bright and pristine as if it 
had just been removed from an original roll. On February 14, 
1917, a policy change by the mint director, F.J.H. von 
Engelken, caused the mintmark to be moved from its 
conspicuous obverse prominence to a more obscure reverse 
location where it remained, for Denver and San Francisco 
issues, until 1947, the final year for the Walking Liberty half 
dollar. Although more were minted in 1917 with the mintmark 
on reverse, very few were saved from circulation, hence, the 
rarity of this piece. Trends $5,000. 

520 PCGS 1917-S Obverse VF 20. A perfect medium-gray VF and 
in great demand by collectors of this popular series. 

521 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Lustrous and generally mark-free 
beneath light golden toning. The strike is more than adequate 
for this issue, displaying only minor softness in the skirt lines 
and down the eagle's right leg (facing). 

522 PCGS 1920 MS 65. Lustrous with splashes of golden-orange 
toning on the obverse. The reverse is layered in deep, 
attractive shades of rose, reddish-gold, and apple-green. Most 
mint state 1920 half dollars top out at 64 quality. Population: 
19 in 65, 2 higher. 

523 NGC 1921 MS 65. Boldly struck for this elusive P-mint 
Walking Liberty, with streaky golden toning across the 
obverse and a frosty, essentially untoned reverse. Population: 
8 in 65, 1 higher. 

524 ANACS 1921-S VF 20. Light, even wear. Low-mintage date 
and most often seen in AG and Good condition. 

525 PCGS 1923-S MS 62. Fully lustrous with some of the typical 
striking weakness in the centers of this condition rarity. 


526 NGC 1923-S MS 63. Better struck than the typical '23-S, with 
specks of dark toning seen along portions of either side. 
Collectors have found this issue to be one of the three or four 
scarcest in the entire Walking Liberty series. 

527 NGC 1927-S MS 63. Clean surfaces with light silvery-gold 
toning about the borders. The strike is considerably above 
average for this tough issue. 

528 NGC 1935-S MS 65. A shimmering example with frosty 
features of unusual sharpness, one of the chief deterrents in 
locating a gem. 

529 PCGS 1939 MS 65. Fully struck and ultra frosty. 

530 PCGS 1939 MS 66. Soft yellow-gold toning covers the near 
blemish-free surfaces. 

531 PCGS 1939 MS 66. Bright satiny luster with occasional 
speckled toning about the reverse periphery. 

532 PCGS 1939-D MS 65. Quite clean with shimmering luster. 

533 NGC 1939-D MS 67. Mostly brilliant with fields that are 
almost semi-prooflike in appearance and sharp, frosty devices. 
A common issue in 65, but pieces graded a couple of points 
higher are quite scarce. Population: 9 in 67, none higher. 

534 PCGS 1939-S MS 65. Bright, well struck surfaces with a 
suggestion of golden color. 

535 PCGS 1940 MS 64, brilliant and sharply struck; and a 1940-S 
MS 64, also brilliant with the characteristic weakness of strike 
in the centers. (Total: 2 coins) 

536 PCGS 1940 MS 65. Silvery-gray and free of obvious marks. 

537 NGC 1940-S MS 64. A gem save for nominal striking 
weakness. 

538 PCGS A complete short set of Walking Liberty half dollar 
(1941-1947), all untoned MS 63 examples. The '41-S is 
particularly well struck but a few of the other S-mints display 
the usual central weakness. Surprisingly affordable. (Total: 20 
coins) 

539 PCGS 1941-D MS 65. Creamy, original luster. 

540 NGC 1941-D MS 67. A stunning example, partially framed on 
both obverse and reverse in multicolored iridescence. Sure to 
please both the quality conscious and color oriented collector. 

541 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. Brilliant and fully lustrous. 

542 PCGS 1941 -S MS 64. Well struck and close to gem quality. 

543 PCGS 1941-S MS 65. The surfaces are tinted a natural silvery- 
gray and are free of most imperfections. Although the strike is 
short of full, it is certainly above average from what is 
normally seen. 

544 PCGS 1942 MS 65. Full strike with only a few minor marks. 

545 NGC 1942 MS 66. Intensely lustrous and, like the superb '41- 
D just offered, partially outlined in splendid multicolored 
toning. Terrific eye appeal. 

546 PCGS 1942-D MS 65. Sharp and lustrous. 
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547 PCGS 1942-S MS 65. Clean, lustrous surfaces, very well 
struck for the issue. 

548 PCGS 1943 MS 65. A lovely gem example displaying speckled 
reddish-gold and forest-green obverse toning.

595 NGC 1795 Flowing Hair AU 50. Three Leaves. B-7. "Flashy" 
is not a word that normally comes to mind when one thinks of 
an AU 50 coin. But this coin has plenty of it. The fields are 
very bright and semi-prooflike. At first it appears this is from 
die polishing, but what appear to be die polishing marks in the 
fields are actually shallow adjustment marks. There are 
heavier adjustment marks noted at the bottom of the obverse 
in the date area. Reasonably well struck on the obverse, the 
reverse is softly defined on portions of the eagle. Generally 
untoned in the centers with some deeper peripheral color. 
Trends $7,750. 

596 NGC 1795 Draped Bust XF 45. B-14. Bust to the left of 
center. The surfaces are evenly struck and worn with pleasing 
original gray color shading to gold about the borders. Minor 
edge bump on the obverse at 4 o'clock. 

597 PCGS 1796 Fine 15. Small Date, Small Letters. B-l. Medium 
gray patina overall with lighter silvery-gray accents on the 
highpoints of the design. A couple of short adjustment marks 
are noted on Liberty's neck. Trends $975 in Fine 12. 

598 PCGS 1797 Fine 15. Stars 9x7, Large Letters. B-l. Light gray 
color over both sides with 5 dark spots on the reverse. Ill- 
defined in the centers but no adjustment marks. Probably 
struck in 1798. Trends $950 in Fine 12. 

599 PCI 1798 Small Eagle XF 40. Surface Damage. 13 Stars. B- 
1. A rare type and one of only two Small Eagle varieties of 
1798. The "surface damage" mentioned above are several 
small, puncture-like marks (a couple on each side), a long 
scratch across the neck, and several rim bumps on the reverse. 
Otherwise, well struck with light gray patina and showing no 
adjustment marks. Trends $4,400. 

600 NGC 1798 Large Eagle Fine 15. B-23. Problem-free surfaces, 
light original gray in color with pleasing steel-violet overtones 
on the reverse. 

601 NGC 1799 XF 40. B-l6. Rich blue and violet toning on either 
side. This variety is distinguished by the close 17 in the date. 

602 PCGS 1799 AU 50. B-7, Die State III. A casual glance could 
result in one's opinion that this dollar is still a mint state 
example. Just the lightest wear shows on the highest points of 
the obverse and reverse and abundant mint luster remains 
under a pale golden patina. Trends $3,450. 

603 ANACS 1802 AU 50. B-6. Very sharply defined throughout, 
the surfaces are a medium to darker gray with strong rose and 
olive-green undertones. The obverse is clean and problem-free, 
but the reverse has innumerable tiny marks peppered across 
that side, giving it a granular appearance. Scarcer late date 
issue. Trends $3,550. 


SEATED DOLLARS 

604 ANACS 1841 XF 45. Toned in deep rose-gray and steel-blue 
shades. 

605 NGC 1842 MS 64. Deeply frosted and bright with a hint of 
violet patina on the obverse. The strike is nearly full and as 
sharp as it comes. The obverse fields are remarkably free of 
contact marks however, there are a few minor ones that show 
on the reverse over the eagle. Its scarcity is easily explained as 
NGC has only certified this example in MS 64 and, one other 
higher. If you need an almost unbelievable early Seated dollar, 
please see this lot. 

606 PCGS 1843 MS 62. Light grayish, hazy toning is present on 
both obverse and reverse. The strike is just a bit shallow on 
several areas, and a small pin scratch is visible on Liberty's 
right leg. 


607 ANACS 1845 AU 50. A better dated Seated dollar, especially 
in higher grades. Untoned and well struck. Trends $1,250. 

608 ANACS 1849 AU 50. Steel-violet surfaces, well struck and 
noticeably unabraded with blue-green peripheral highlights. 

609 PCGS 1849 MS 64. Of the comparatively small mintage of 
62,600, only a relative handful remain in all categories of mint 
state. In fact, only three MS 64s and one MS 65 have thus far 
been certified by PCGS. The effects of the Civil War and 
subsequent circulating coinage shortages took their toll on 
most of the Seated dollars struck prior to 1865. Satiny luster, 
golden toning, and a credible strike further accent the beauty 
of this specimen. 

610 PCGS 1857 MS 64. With a quick glance, one might t hink this 
was a proof with its untoned brilliance and highly reflective 
fields. If it were a Morgan dollar, it would surely be a DMPL. 
Most 1857 dollars were used for export to China where many 
were subsequently melted. Circulated examples are scarce and 
mint state coins are rare. PCGS has only certified five 64s and 
one higher. 

611 NGC 1859-0 MS 62. This one is perhaps, a bit conservatively 
graded, as the untoned surfaces are fully lustrous and do not 
show an over-abundance of abrasions. Trends $950 in 60, 
$2,800 in 63. 

612 NGC 1861 MS 63. A scarce, heavily melted issue, one of 
77,500 business strikes issued at the dawn of the Civil War. 
The surfaces are toned a light golden-orange and are boldly 
struck in most areas. Only the right obverse stars and the tip 
of the eagle's left wing (facing) show any weakness. 

Population: 5 in 63, 6 higher. 

613 PCGS 1861 MS 64. A remarkable, deeply toned specimen. 

The centers are a dark grayish-red, while the peripheral areas 
in both sides are sea-green, gold, and magenta. The strike is 
nearly full with the stars, Liberty's head, and the eagle's neck 
being very sharp. PCGS has certified only four MS 64s and 
two higher. An 1861 Seated dollar of this quality is a very 
desirable find. 

614 PCGS 1866 XF 40. Gray-violet surfaces with a couple of rim 
bumps noticed on the obverse. First year of the Motto design. 

615 ANACS 1870-CC VF 20. A highly collectable CC specimen 
showing only even wear and none of the often encountered 
detracting marks or bruises. There is an attractive, deep gray 
color on both sides. 
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616 ANACS 1872-S VF 20. Another Seated dollar with tremendous 
collector appeal as a date, one of just 9,000 pieces struck. Only 
nice, even wear shows on this moderately toned coin. 


PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

617 PCGS 1858 PR 62. The only proof-only issue of the entire 
Seated dollar series, thus, a very collectable year. This 
specimen exhibits mostly brilliant surfaces with a few minor 
hairlines. There also is some purple toning now forming on 
both sides. While there are no exact production figures 
available from the mint, it is generally accepted that there are 
less than sixty or so examples remaining today. 

618 ANACS 1859 PR 50. In 1859, from an original proof mintage of 
800, only about 450 were actually distributed, with 350 being 
melted. This coin has undoubtedly entered circulation at one 
time, as it now shows characteristic signs of fight rubbing on 
the high points. The surfaces still possess their proof 
reflectiveness, but are somewhat heavily toned a deep gray 
color. The reverse shows subdued deep red and golden colors. 
There is no question that this specimen is a proof striking as 
the detail, denticulation, and edge detail is brought up by 
multiple strikes of the coining press. 

619 PCGS 1872 PR 64. Fully mirrored surfaces are covered by a 
medium-gray and somewhat hazy patina. Mint, records show 
that 950 proofs were struck this year. Certainly a respectable 
specimen. 

620 NGC 1873 PR 64. Totally brilliant surfaces with nicely frosted 
devices giving a two-tone effect. The final year of the Seated 
dollar resulted in a low quantity of Proofs being struck, only 
600. This should certainly be one of the finer remaining 
examples. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

621 PCGS 1874-S MS 63. One of the scarcer mint state Trade 
dollars with a PCGS population of twelve in MS 63, and only 
five higher. This has toned a rather deep, grayish color on the 
obverse with a smattering of dark magenta and golden-brown 
on the reverse. 

622 PCGS 1875-CC AU 50. Mostly brilliant with wispy hairlines 
throughout. 

623 PCGS 1875-S AU 58. At first glance, one would probably think 
this was a mint state coin. Only the very slightest rubbing 
shows up on the high points after close examination. A 
lustrous and well struck type piece. 

624 PCGS 1875-S MS 62. Virtually untoned with only a fight 
opaque haze visible. Lustrous surfaces and well struck. 

625 PCGS 1875-S MS 63. Sharply defined with original coppery- 
gold toning most evident in the protected areas of the reverse. 

626 PCGS 1876-CC AU 50. Untoned and displaying unif orm 
sharpness. 

627 PCGS 1876-S MS 63. Very well struck with shimmering luster 
and a hint of milky obverse patina. 


628 PCGS 1877 MS 60. Brilliant with prooffike, if a trifle scuffy, 
fields. Minor weakness on the stars and on Liberty's head. 

629 PCGS 1877-S MS 62. Light milky patina adorns the obverse. 
The reverse is choice and untoned. 


PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

630 PCGS 1874 PR 63. Both obverse and reverse are layered in 
deep shades of violet and iridescent-blue. Second year proof 
issue, one of just 700 pieces struck, of which few choice coins 
survive. 

631 NGC 1876 PR 65. Just beg innin g to tone with a somewhat 
opaque-white layer of oxidation over virtually hairline-free, 
mirror surfaces and nicely frosted figures. A very nice 
specimen representing this most interesting series of coins. 

632 NGC 1878 PR 64. Mostly brilliant mirrored surfaces with a 
pretty, peripheral circle of deep, iridescent blue toning on both 
sides. Only 900 Proofs were struck in this proof-only year. 

633 NGC 1879 PR 64. Full reflectivity beneath a coating of milky 
golden patina. Well preserved for this proof-only date. 

634 NGC 1882 PR 64. Absolutely spectacular toning enhances 
both sides of this beauty. The obverse is deep magenta, purple, 
gold, and steel-blue while the reverse is purple and electric- 
blue. Only a few very trivial hairlines must be ignored for the 
overall beauty is so dramatic. Only 1,097 proofs were coined in 
1882. 

635 NGC 1883 PR 63. Deeply reflective and framed in subtle 
violet toning. This proof-only issue is the last readily 
collectible date in the series.

The obverse is semi-reflective and just 
a splash of reddish-gold toning is seen to the left of the date.

638 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 63 Prooflike; and an 
1883-0 MS 64 Prooflike, both very well struck and brilliant.

Untoned with stark 
cameo contrast. 

Strong cameo 
devices with deep mirrored surfaces. The reverse displays an 
interesting arc of electric-blue, magenta, and gold colors.

A superlative 
example, untoned and boldly struck in the centers.

Like other O- 
mints in this sale, the reverse is more deeply toned from years 
of album storage.

903 PCGS 1834 Classic AU 53. Well struck for this first year issue, 
with green-gold surfaces that display prooflike tendencies in 
the protected areas. 

904 NGC 1835 MS 63. Very scarce in mint condition and always in 
demand by type collectors, this is an exquisitely toned coin 
that has multiple shadings of deep coppery-red patina over 
both sides and strongly reflective prooflike fields beneath. A 
bit softly impressed in the centers, as always, there are no 
mentionahle surface flaws on either side. Population: 2 in 63, 
only 2 finer. Trends $8,750. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

905 NGC 1843-0 XF 40. Small Date, Crosslet 4. A small gouge 
mark is located below the date. Overall pleasing appearance. 

906 NGC 1843-0 MS 61. Small Date. Crosslet 4. Since the 
striking effort usually left the centers very soft, there are no 
high grade mint state specimens. NGC has only certified a 
total of three MS 61s and two others higher. Even though the 
grade is relatively low, the coin suggests a pleasing 
appearance with no seriously detracting impairments. Trends 
$1,800 in MS 60. 

907 ANACS 1844-C XF 40. High grade specimens of this date are 
seldom encountered. Some original luster still shows around 
the devices and the color is an attractive rose-gold. The strike 
is above average, but still a bit soft in the center of the 
reverse. Trends $1,800. 

908 NGC 1845 AU 55. Bright yellow gold and well struck for this 
date. 

909 PCGS 1845 AU 55. A moderately scarce date in the 1840s. 

Well struck. 

910 NGC 1846 AU 53. A long underrated issue, one of 21,958 
pieces struck and with few specimens existing above XF. 
Generally well struck with bright yellow-gold surfaces. Just 
two 1846 quarter eagles have graded MS 60 or higher at NGC. 
Trends $1,950 in AU 50. 

911 PCGS 1847 AU 50. An infrequently seen $2 1/2 Liberty date, 
especially in higher grades. Toning a bright magenta-purple 
color around the devices, the surfaces are reflective. The 
strike is typical in that it is somewhat soft on the eagle on the 
reverse. 

912 PCGS 1847-0 MS 64. The 1847-0 is much scarcer than its 
relatively large mintage of 124,000 pieces would suggest. At 
most there are only 2-3 strictly mint state coins known, and 
this piece is easily the finest known. This is a lovely mint state 
piece that shows full frosted luster and pleasing green-gold 
color with just a touch of fight reddish patina. Better struck 
than most O-mint quarter eagles, the obverse is slightly soft 
on the hair curls and star 2, but shows the usual central 
striking softness on the eagle around the shield. An important 
coin for the Southern gold specialist. 

913 PCGS 1848-D XF 45. Well struck with some original luster 
still remaining on the bright yellow planchet. The surfaces are 
free of any major imperfections and exhibit even wear 
characteristics.With a low mintage of only 13,771, this 
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Dahlonega minted quarter eagle would certainly be an 
excellent type coin. Trends $1,300 in XF 40. 

914 NGC 1849 AU 58. In actuality, this date is quite scarce and 
desirable in the series. With a moderate mintage of 23,294 
coins, the 1849 is very difficult to obtain in grades of AU and 
above as most have been circulated more heavily. This 
specimen is bright and well struck. Trends $1,350 in AU 50. 

915 NGC 1850 MS 61. An intriguing date that is supposed to be 
common but, in reality, is actually quite scarce in mint state. 
With a satiny, lustrous appearance, the strike is just a bit soft 
in the centers. Trends $1,800 in MS 60. 

916 PCGS 1852 MS 63. Crisply struck with a few very small, 
minimal abrasions. Trends $1,625. 

917 NGC 1853 MS 64. Full, frosty luster with a medium-yellow 
hue are combined with a strong strike to give this very nice 
eye appeal. An excellent type coin representation. 

918 NGC 1854-0 AU 58. Just a faint hint of rubbing shows on the 
highest points. A gentle, very rich orange-golden patina has 
gathered over the years. When the eye-catching color is 
combined with the sharp strike, it gives this coin an 
outstanding appearance. 

919 PCGS 1856-S AU 50. The strike is certainly above average for 
this normally soft date. Trends $1,400. 

920 PCGS 1857-0 AU 50. Very bright with some luster still 
showing. The strike is a bit above average for what is normally 
encountered. A lower mintage date with only 34,000 struck. 
Trends $1,600. 

921 NGC 1857-S AU 50. While the mintage figures are relatively 
high, the actual scarcity is often underrated for this date. 
Bright, yellow appearance and quite well struck. 

922 PCGS 1857-S AU 53. A well struck scarcity with some rose- 
gold patina. Only 69,200 were struck. Trends $$1,150 in AU 
50. 

923 NGC 1859 MS 60. Sharply struck with stronger detail on the 
eagle's leg than usual. Good color. A scarcer issue in mint 
state. Trends $1,650. 

924 NGC 1859 MS 62. A very elusive date in higher grades. 

Satiny luster and a good strike compliment this specimen. 
Trends $1,650 in MS60, $4,000 in MS 63. 

925 PCGS 1859-D AU 55. The final year of the Dahlonega minted 
quarter eagle and an extremely low mintage of only 2,244 
pieces. The strike is certainly acceptable, although not quite 
full on the eagle's neck and leg. The surfaces are nicely 
reflective and show up well under the small amount of rubbing 
that keeps this from the mint state category. Trends $5,650 in 
AU 50. 

926 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Exceptionally bold with a couple of small 
facial marks holding down the grade. 

927 PCGS 1861 MS 63. Well struck with a deep, coppery-gold 
appearance. 

928 NGC 1862/1 XF 40. An interesting variety as an overdate and 
quite scarce. The ghost of the 1 just shows at the left side of 
the 2, which is diagnostic for this die variety. An, overall, 
attractive coin. Trends $2,150. 


929 ANACS 1862/1 AU 50. The underdigit can be plainly seen 
with a magnifier. This is a solid coin for the grade with decent 
striking details and only a few marks, the most obvious one 
being on the cheek of Liberty. Of importance in all grades, in 
AU the over date is a significant condition, as well as an 
absolute rarity with only a handful of pieces known. Trends 
$5,000. 

930 NGC 1866-S XF 40. An appealing San Francisco minted 
quarter eagle that is not easily obtained in XF and above. 
Trends $1,350. 

931 PCGS 1866-S XF 40. The strike is the typically soft in the 
centers variety, but still the coin is a respectable example of 
this scarce date. Trends $1,350. 

932 PCGS 1872-S AU 50. A diffi cult coin to locate. Well struck on 
the obverse, but soft as is normal on the eagle. 

933 PCGS 1872-S AU 55. Just a hint away from uncirculated with 
deep golden patina and reflective surfaces. This one has really 
good eye appeal, even with the typically struck reverse. 

Trends $1,325 in AU 50. 

934 NGC 1873-S AU 58. A scarcer S-mint quarter eagle with a 
mintage of only 3,920 business strikes. The striking details are 
somewhat soft in the centers as is usual, and the surfaces are 
nicely free from abrasions. Light in color with much luster still 
remaining. Trends $1,300 in AU 50 and $4,200 in MS 60. 

935 NGC 1876 AU 55. An interesting date with a miniscule 
mintage of only 4,176 pieces. The strike is above average and 
the coin is a bright rose-gold color with prooflike surfaces. 
There is a tiny copper spot on Liberty's cheek on the obverse. 
Trends $1,400 in AU 50. 

936 NGC 1877 AU 53. Long recognized as a very desirable and 
popular issue, due largely to the mintage figure of only 1,632 
pieces. How many can still be extant today? This coin is a 
rather deep, coppery-red color and very appealing in its 
appearance. Trends $1,350 in AU 50. 

937 NGC 1878 MS 62. Bright and sharp. 

938 PCGS 1878 MS 63. A deep, coppery-golden appearance is quite 
attractive. 

939 NGC 1878-S MS 62. Well struck with a few small marks. 

940 PCGS 1879 MS 63. Fully struck. 

941 NGC 1883 MS 60. A razor-sharp strike and prooflike surfaces 
are present which give this very scarce business strike date a 
pleasing appearance. If it were not for some hairlines in the 
fields and a couple of trivial contact marks, this would 
certainly grade much higher. With a mintage of only 1,920 
coins, this should be an interesting bidding opportunity. 

942 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Somewhat softly struck on the reverse 
with a satiny appearance. 

943 NGC 1888 MS 63. A bit softly struck in the centers with good 
luster. Scarcer issue. 

944 NGC 1889 MS 63. An original coin with slight softness of 
highpoint detail. 

945 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Golden-orange surfaces. 
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946 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Sharply struck with pronounced greenish- 
gold color around the peripheries. 

947 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Vibrant semi-prooflike fields. Struck from 
a mintage of just 6,000 coins and difficult to locate choice. 
Population: 19 in 63, 11 higher. 

948 PCGS 1896 MS 61. Rich coppery color. A lower mintage issue 
selling for little more than common Liberty quarter eagles. 

949 PCGS 1897 MS 63. Vibrant orange-gold color: bright satiny 
luster. 

950 PCGS 1898 MS 63. Fully struck, there is a deep orange-gold 
patina that outlines the devices on each side. 

951 NGC 1898 MS 64. Satiny and well struck with minimal 
abrasions. 

952 NGC 1899 MS 65. Bright, flashy mint luster and fully struck. 
This is a most appealing gem type coin that would be difficult 
to improve upon. 

953 PCGS 1900 MS 63. Unusual coppery color. Full strike. 

954 PCGS 1901 MS 65. An appealing orange-gold specimen with 
coruscating luster extending out from the frosty central 
devices. Seen far less frequently in gem condition than 
subsequent Liberty quarter eagle issues.

957 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Fully detailed and just a couple of pinpoint 
marks on the obverse from gem quality. 

Well struck, the satiny luster has taken on a 
reddish outline around the devices. 

959 NGC 1903 MS 66. Exceptionally clean surfaces, the satiny 
luster has a mellowed yellow-gold color with a few alloy spots 
on the obverse. A nice looking gem type coin. 

960 PCGS 1904 MS 62. Rich yellow-gold color with several coppery 
stains on either side. 

961 PCGS 1904 MS 63. Satiny luster and very deep golden patina 
are present.

985 ANACS 1911-D XF 45. Bright and generally well struck, 
except for the mintmark which is barely visible to the naked 
eye. 

986 PCGS 1911-D MS 62. A much sought after date as this has 
long been recognized as a scarcity within the Indian quarter 
eagle series with a mintage of only 55,680 pieces. Many of the 
surviving specimens grade XF or AU, hence true mint state 
examples are recognized as a real scarcity. The strike is 
typical with the mintmark being quite mushy but, easily 
discernible. 

987 NGC 1911-D MS 63. The surfaces on this key date Indian 
quarter eagle are bright and satiny, with exceptional 
sharpness throughout, including the mintmark. 

988 PCGS 1912 MS 62. A pleasing, original example, just a single 
facial tick from 63 grade. 

989 PCGS 1913 MS 62. Light in color and free from obvious marks. 
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990 PCGS 1913 MS 65. This is a most impressive type coin, even 
if all one looked for were cleanliness of the surfaces. Beyond 
that, though, the luster is exceptional and there are equal 
portions of deep orange-gold and gray-lilac patina splashed 
across each side. Fully struck also. Quite a coin. 

991 NGC 1914 MS 61. 

992 PCGS 1914 MS 62. Well struck for the sunken relief design 
type, but, a few field scratches in front of the Indian's nose are 
visible. 

993 NGC 1914 MS 62. A frosty yellow-gold specimen. Scarcer issue 
in mint state. 

994 ANACS 1914-D MS 61. A marginally uncirculated example of 
this scarce and elusive semi-key issue. Marred by a scratch in 
the upper reverse field. 

995 PCGS 1914-D MS 62. Fully lustrous and quite pleasing for the 
grade. 

996 PCGS 1914-D MS 63. Highly lustrous with few appreciable 
marks. A scarcer issue in select and better condition.

Upon close 
examination, only the slightest amount of rubbing shows that 
keeps this out of the mint state category. 

1039 PCGS 1856-S VF 35. Evenly worn over the highpoints and 
showing light color overall. An affordable example of this 
popular, early, mintmarked three-dollar gold piece. Trends 
$625 in VF 20, $1,275 in XF 40. 

1040 NGC 1856-S XF 40. This is a very appealing example of this S- 
mint three. The surfaces are bright and well defined for the 
grade, and in many ways look finer than the stated grade. 
Trends $1,275. 
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1041 PCGS 1856-S AU 50. An important coin when found better 
than XF, the 1856-S three-dollar is a condition rarity in AU or 
better and of interest to the advanced gold collector. This is a 
bright coin that is well defined throughout and shows only 
slight evidence of handling. An attractive piece for the grade. 
Trends $2,400. 

1042 PCGS 1857-S XF 40. When found, the 1857-S three is 
invariably well worn and most often does not exceed VF 
condition. This is a bright, solid XF coin and is scarce as such. 
Trends $2,500. 

1043 ANACS 1860-S XF 40. Evenly worn with a couple of marks in 
the obverse fields, the bow on the reverse is weakly defined as 
usual. A pleasing example of this popular mintmarked three- 
dollar that is light in color. Trends $2,500. 

1044 PCGS 1868 AU 55. Only moderately scarce within the context 
of the three-dollar series, this pleasing AU coin is, 
nevertheless, a worthwhile numismatic item. The fields show 
the often-seen reflectiveness common to coins of this issue, 
and the strike is quite bold on all the design elements. Trends 
$1,800 in AU 50, $3,800 in MS 60. 

1045 PCGS 1869 AU 50. The 1869 is a rare and underrated issue 
from the 1860s that is especially difficult in grades above XF. 
This piece is fairly typical for the issue with semi-prooflike 
fields and a good strike. There is an outline of reddish color 
surrounding the devices and a dark alloy spot at the bottom of 
the reverse. An early striking of Breen-6376 which is an 
overdate, there is a shadow of an 8 in the right portion of the 
bottom of the 9 in the date. Trends $1,900. 

1046 NGC 1874 AU 58. Bright yellow-gold color, the fields are 
mostly frosted but show a small degree of reflectivity as well, 
giving the coin an even brighter appearance. 

1047 PCGS 1874 MS 61. Exceptional luster and color for the grade, 
but precluded from a higher rating by a few wispy hairlines in 
the fields. 

1048 PCGS 1878 AU 50. The prooflike fields have a muted orange- 
gold color that subdue the brightness inherent in this coin that 
was struck from polished dies. 

1049 NGC 1878 AU 58. An attractive, well struck coin that has 
much of the look of an MS 60 or better piece. Soft reddish color 
is seen over both sides. 

1050 PCGS 1878 MS 62. Satiny luster shows with a bit of 
peripheral copper color. 

1051 PCGS 1878 MS 62. Sharply defined and lustrous, there are 
few small field marks that limit the grade of this coin. 

1052 PCGS 1878 MS 63. An impressive type coin, this piece not 
only possesses the exceptional luster 1878 threes are known 
for. but it also has taken on a significant reddish patina 
around the outer portions of each side. A one-of-a-kind type 


1053 NGC 1888 MS 62. Lustrous and sharp, with touches of 
pinkish-gold color in the protected areas. One of just 5,000 
pieces struck and currently at attractive price levels. 


PROOF THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


1054 PCGS 1886 PR 55. A slightly mishandled, but pleasing and 
defect-free proof specimen, one of just 142 pieces struck in this 
limited mintage year for three-dollar gold pieces. There is 
slight scuffiness in the obverse field, but the surfaces retain 
full reflectivity in the more protected areas. 

1055 PCGS 1888 PR 63. While considered the least rare of the 
series in proof striking, this is still a very scarce issue with a 
mintage of only 291proofs coined. The surfaces are deeply 
mirrored and toned a deep golden color. A few hairlines and a 
couple of tiny contact marks are present, particularly on the 
obverse. The devices are quite frosted and give the coin a nice 
two-toned effect. 

1056 PCGS 1888 PR 64. The 1888 is the least rare of all the proof 
three-dollar gold pieces with one estimate placing the number 
of survivors as high as 65 pieces out of the original mintage of 
291. In addition to being the date most usually seen, the 1888 
is also one of the best produced and best preserved of all proof 
issues. This piece does not show any of the "halo" effect often 
seen in the fields (produced by porosity in the planchet), and 
there is no significant amount of frost on the devices, giving 
the coin an all-brilliant, no-contrast appearance. Light hazy 
patina is noted on each side with no singularly important 
contact marks. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

1057 NGC 1805 MS 62. B. 3-D. A very clean MS 62 coin, the 

surfaces show no major impairments on either side, just a few 
light contact marks which are mostly concentrated in the 
obverse fields. The typical 1805 is a bit weakly struck on the 
obverse. This piece is certainly atypical with strongly defined 
hair curls and fully articulated breast feathers on the eagle. 
Even yellow-gold color throughout, this piece does not show 
even a trace of the reddish color so often seen on early gold 
coins. A very pleasing early half eagle that should do nicely as 
a mint state type coin. Trends $6,200 in MS 60, $17,750 in MS 
63. 


1058 NGC 1806 MS 61. Round Top 6. Round Top 6 half eagles are 
one of the most common half eagles among early gold type. As 
with this specimen, it can occasionally be located even in mint 
condition, the last we sold was an MS 60 in the February Long 
Beach sale. This piece is well defined in most areas with a bit 
of softness at the juncture of the eagle's left wing and shield. 
As might be expected, there are a few field marks, but most of 
these are concentrated on the obverse. There is strong luster 
on each side and the yellow-gold color of the piece is only 
interrupted in one place: on the upper left portion of the 
reverse stars where there is what appears to be an alloy spot 
in this area. Trends $6,050 in MS 60. 

1059 PCGS 1807 Bust Right MS 60. B. 2-C. This is one of the two 
varieties of this date that have a die scratch or "spine" from 
the the leaf to the I in AMERICA. While this coin has the 
numerous (but small) marks one associates with a coin in the 
MS 60 grade, the surfaces appear much finer in several 
respects. The fields are bright and semi-reflective giving an 
extra dimension of eye appeal to the coin. Striking details are 
fully brought up in all areas, not showing any of the normally 
seen softness in the centers. Light reddish color accents the 
fields also. Trends $6,100. 

1060 PCGS 1807 Bust Left VF 35. For the grade this is quite a 
nice early half eagle. The surfaces are original and 
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untampered with moderately deep gray patina surrounding 
the devices on each side. There are, of course, abrasions on a 
coin of this grade, but the only one that really merits 
individual mention is a long scratch in the field behind 
Liberty's head. Trends $1,600 in VF 20, $2,325 in XF 40. 

1061 PCGS 1813 MS 61. First year of the modified design and an 
attractive coin. Fully struck in all areas, even the peripheral 
stars on the obverse are completely defined with full radial 
details. Lightly marked for the grade, there are a few small 
abrasions, but none of any real consequence. Completely 
lustrous, the fields have a light reddish overlay of color that is 
most attractive. Trends $6,450 in MS 60. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

1062 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 AU 50. An attractive and clean example of 
this popular gold type coin, the peripheral striking details are 
unusually strong but Liberty's hair curls are softly defined, as 
usual. 

1063 NGC 1834 Crosslet 4 XF 40. The Crosslet 4 variety is the 
undisputed key to the Classic half eagle series, and is, of 
course, many times rarer than its Plain 4 counterpart. The 
typical example is only VF or XF at best. The last Crosslet 4 
we sold was in November of last year and was an atypically 
nice AU 50. This piece is a bit softly defined on the hair curls 
(in addition to showing wear), and there are numerous small 
abrasions sprinkled about on both sides, none of which are 
large enough to merit individual mention. A rare opportunity. 
Trends $2,650. 

1064 PCGS 1836 MS 61. This is tin exemplary Classic half eagle 
and should prove to be a wise purchase if the new owner does 
not mind a few contact marks that are consistent with the 
grade. All else falls into place nicely on this piece. The luster is 
simply outstanding and is far superior to most coins in this 
grade range. There is also a bit of light reddish color noted on 
each side. The striking details are uncommonly bold as well 
with sharply defined hair curls on Liberty. Trends $2,950 in 
MS 60. 

1065 PCGS 1838-D XF 40. Considered to be the third rarest issue 
of this type, behind only the 1834 Crosslet 4 and the 1838-C. 
Its appearance is the usual bright lemon-yellow Dahlonega 
gold color. Even wear is present and there are no major 
abrasions or other impairments. Two interesting attributes to 
this coin are, that it is the first year of production at the 
Dahlonega mint and, it is one of the two years that the 
mintmark was conspicuously placed on the obverse. Trends 
$3,250. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1066 PCGS 1839 AU 50. A somewhat scarcer and overlooked 
Coronet half eagle that is quite elusive in better grades. This 
piece has bright surfaces, and shows a few obvious marks 
scattered about, and deep reddish patina surrounds the 
devices. Trends $1,100. 

1067 ANACS 1840 Narrow Mill VF 35. A bit softly struck in the 
centers but a clean coin all around with only minor surface 
unperfections. The more common of the two mill varieties. 
Trends $425 in VF 20, $1,200 in XF 40. 


1068 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. Uncommonly clean surfaces overall, the 
striking details are a bit softly defined (as usual), but are more 
than made up for by a lovely mixture of red and olive-green 
patina over both sides. Relatively easy to locate in this grade 
but much scarcer any finer. Trends $900 in XF 40, $2,600 in 
AU 50. 

1069 PCGS 1843-D XF 45. One of the more easily locatable 
Dahlonega half eagles, this is an attractive piece that shows no 
major surface impairments. The olive-gold color of the coin is 
accented by a rich reddish patina in the fields creating a 
pleasing visual effect. Trends $1,100 in XF 40, $2,200 in AU 
50. 

1070 NGC 1844-0 AU 50. Well struck and mildly reflective in the 
fields. The striking details sire well defined on both sides. A 
common O-mint half eagle. Trends $1,175. 

1071 NGC 1846 AU 50. Well struck. 

1072 NGC 1846-D/D AU 53. An unusual and interesting variety 
that shows the first mintmark buried in the device, then 
corrected lower, with both punches plainly evident. Usually 
only seen in VF or XF with AU pieces being quite scarce and in 
constant demand by Southern gold collectors. This is a well 
struck coin with a few minor field marks and moderate 
orange-gold color. Unlisted in Trends, value for the regular 
mintmark variety $4,000 in AU 50. 

1073 NGC 1847/7 XF 45. Sometimes referred to as 7 over smaller 7. 
Evidence of recutting is visible at the top of the 7. This coin 
has oxidized to a rather deep copper color and shows only 
normal wear. Interesting. 

1074 NGC 1847/7 MS 61. A scarcer variety of this otherwise 
common No Motto five. This piece shows an uncommonly 
strong strike for a gold coin from this decade with complete 
hair detail and full plumage on the eagle. Bright orange-gold 
color with a trace of semi-prooflikeness in the fields, there are 
very few marks on the coin, especially considering the grade. 
Population: 2 in 61, 8 higher. 

1075 PCGS 1847-D AU 53. Well struck with some mint luster 
remaining. Actually, the strike and planchet are far better 
than is normally encountered for this date. The average grade 
of remaining specimens is a high end VF, therefore, our AU 53 
should be considered in the very scarce category. Trends 
$3,100 in AU 50. 

1076 PCGS 1848-D XF 45. A scarce Dahlonega five that is 
considerably more difficult to locate in all grades than the 
previous five years from this mint. The 1848-D is a very 
elusive item any finer than XF with only a handful of pieces 
having been so graded since the early 1920s. The striking 
details on this coin are quite weak in several areas. The 
obverse stars on the left side are ill-defined with stars 3-5 
being almost non-existent. The trailing hair curls down 
Liberty's neck are not properly brought up either, and the 
feathers on the eagle's neck are also soft. Lightly peppered 
with abrasions, the most noticeable one being a mark behind 
Liberty's head and a die crack above the eagle's head. Trends 
$1,450 in XF 40, $4,150 in AU 50. 

1077 NGC 1849 XF 45. Uncommonly clean for the grade with good 
color, the only flaw we can find is a slight softness of detail on 
the reverse. Better than a common date. Trends $310 in XF 
40, $900 in AU 50. 
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1078 NGC 1850 XF 45. Attractive golden-orange accents with some 
of the normal softness on the eagle's neck. Scarce and 
underrated. Trends $1,075 in XF 40, $2,000 in AU 50. 

1079 NGC 1850 AU 53. A scarce and often overlooked issue that is 
much scarcer than most other P-mint half eagles from this era, 
and is, in fact, comparable to several scarcer mintmarked 
issues. Sharply struck on the obverse with some weakness 
noted on the neck of the eagle, the fields are remarkably free 
from any serious abrasions. Trends $2,000 in AU 50. 

1080 NGC 1851-C AU 55. While scarcer than one would imagine 
from the mintage of almost 50,000, the '51-C is a condition 
rarity that is of the greatest importance above XF. Until 
recently no mint state pieces were known, and today perhaps 
as many as three may exist according to the population data 
from the major grading services. This piece is well struck on 
the obverse but somewhat soft on the eagle's plumage on the 
reverse. The green-gold surfaces show numerous small 
abrasions with the most obvious ones being a cluster in the left 
obverse field and another above the eagle's head. The mint- 
made punch on the earlobe is clearly evident, but of course 
this should not be confused with a surface flaw as almost all 
pieces show this. Trends $5,500 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

1081 NGC 1853 AU 58. An underappreciated P-mint half eagle, 
particularly as the grade moves into the AU and uncirculated 
range. The present example is sharply struck and exhibits 
nearly full mint luster. Trends $375 in AU 50, $1,900 in MS 60. 

1082 PCGS 1853-C AU 50. This date is scarce in all grades and 
generally available only in VF or XF condition. The mintage 
figure should not be considered too heavily as this coin is much 
scarcer than it would indicate. The strike is a trifle weak on 
the highest points of the hair but, otherwise, quite full and 
sharp. Trends $2,550. 

1083 PCI 1854 XF 45. The PCI holder is marked as "scratch 
damaged" referring to an apparent "X" just above the eagle on 
the reverse. Actually, on close examination, the "scratch" is 
raised on the planchet indicating it was actually engraved in 
the reverse die at the mint. An interesting oddity. 

1084 NGC 1855 AU 58. Good remaining luster, the striking details 
are just a bit soft in the centers. A scarcer P-mint half eagle. 
Trends $380 in AU 50, $2,050 in MS 60. 

1085 PCGS 1855-0 VF 35. A rare O-mint five, one of just 11,100 
pieces struck, and an issue that appears less frequently than 
higher priced C and D-mint half eagles. This is a clean, well 
balanced specimen with remnants of luster. Trends $800 in VF 
20, $2,850 in XF 40. 

1086 NGC 1855-S AU 50. Very scarce, and even more elusive than 
the Dahlonega or Charlotte issues of the same date, even 
though the mintage was substantially higher for the San 
Francisco issue. The '55-S is a condition rarity also with most 
survivors being well worn. In AU it is decidedly rare and 
unknown in mint state. This is a pleasing, problem-free piece 
that has light yellow-gold color and shows no distracting 
blemishes. Trends $4,400. 

1087 NGC 1855-S AU 55. Rarely found in AU condition, we are 
pleased to offer a second and even finer '55-S half eagle. This 
piece is lighter in color and displays sharper highpoint 
definition than the preceding coin. No mint state examples 
have been certified by either major service, so this high-end 
AU '55-S certainly merits a condition census ranking. Trends 
$4,400 in AU 50, unpriced in MS 60. 


1088 NGC 1856-C AU 50. The '56-C is widely recognized as being 
scarce in all grades. It is also an impressive condition rarity 
that is very seldom seen in AU. Over the past year we have 
sold three examples of this issue and none have graded as high 
as this piece. This coin is uncommonly well defined and the 
obverse is very clean. However, there are a couple of more 
noticeable abrasions on the reverse that deserve mention. 
Much reddish color is seen outlining the devices on the 
obverse. Trends $4,900. 

1089 NGC 1856-0 AU 53. Well struck, as usual, with the weakest 
detail being on the neck feathers of the eagle. The surfaces are 
bright and retain a fair amount of luster and there are only a 
couple of marks on either side, certainly far fewer than the 
heavy abrasions usually seen on this issue, the most noticeable 
one being a thin scratch in the left obverse field. Prohibitively 
rare in AU, only one low grade mint state piece has been 
certified. Trends $8,250. 

1090 NGC 1856-S MS 60. This specimen is the highest certified by 
either NGC or PCGS and the only mint state piece known to 
date. With a population of one coin, this must be 
acknowledged as a true condition rarity in the Liberty half 
eagle series. The strike is well defined and quite nearly full 
with very sharp stars, precise hair curls, full feathers, and 
shield on the eagle. The surfaces are a bright golden and 
display a normal amount of miniscule contact marks, as do 
most all gold coins of this era. Unpriced in Trends. 

1091 PCGS 1857 MS 60. A fully lustrous example, sharply struck 
in all areas. The 1857 half eagle is very scarce in strict mint 
state condition, but is probably just as important as a No 
Motto type coin, of which there are precious few uncirculated 
survivors. Population: 1 in 60, 7 higher. 

1092 NGC 1857 MS 60. Sharply struck throughout with numerous 
small abrasions scattered across each side. Quite scarce in 
mint condition with only 16-20 pieces extant. Trends $2,150. 

1093 PCGS 1857-0 AU 55. Seldom offered in any grade, the typical 
'57-0 is heavily abraded and almost invariably VF-XF. This is 
a very pleasing example that shows only minimal abrasions 
and is well struck. Attractive and original. Trends $7,500 in 
AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

1094 NGC 1858 AU 55. A scarce, low mintage P-mint half eagle 
with only 15.136 pieces struck. The '58-P is seldom seen above 
XF and this is the finest specimen we have sold in the last 
year and a half. The coin is sharply struck throughout with 
few abrasions and most of the mint luster still intact. Trends 
$2,050 in AU 50, $4,500 in MS 60. 

1095 NGC 1858-C AU 58. Rare m all grades, the '58-C is an 
important condition rarity in AU and is ranked as a mid R.7 in 
that grade range. This is a well struck piece with bright 
yellow-gold color and no distracting blemishes on either side. 
Trends $4,200 in AU 50, $13,000 in MS 60. 

1096 NGC 1858-D AU 58. An exceptionally sharp strike for this 
notoriously soft issue. All too often, the stars appear as blobs 
and the rims are rounded to the point of appearing beveled. 
This specimen shows a nicely squared rim and near full 
definition of each star. This bright-yellow example should be 
one of the finer still extant. Trends $2,450. 

1097 PCGS 1859 AU 55. Conditionally scarce in AU or better, this 
piece has sparkling prooflike fields and is fully struck. Trends 
$2,000 in AU 50. 
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1098 NGC 1859 MS 62. Very rare in strict uncirculated condition, 
only a small handful of '59-P half eagles are known above the 
AU level. This piece is fully lustrous and has an amazingly 
strong strike. There are only a few minor marks scattered 
about, none of which are of singular importance. Light reddish 
color surrounds the devices. Trends $5,000 in MS 60. 

1099 PCGS 1859-C AU 50. A bright coin with its rather normal 
striking characteristics. The obverse is quite well defined 
while the reverse is soft in the center as are all 1859-Cs. Also 
present are numerous, small contact marks. A low population 
of only six coins in AU 50 have been certified by PCGS. 
Certainly a desirable date from Charlotte. Trends $4,300. 

1100 NGC 1861 MS 61. Sharply struck and lustrous. 

1101 NGC 1862 XF 40. A rare date in any condition with only 4,430 
business strikes minted. An XF example is about as fine a 
piece as the collector can hope to locate of this rare date. This 
piece has strong striking characteristics and light reddish 
color surrounding the devices. The fields are densely pocked 
with small abrasions, none of which are of singular 
importance. Trends $1,950. 

1102 PCGS 1864 AU 50. A rare date with only 4,170 business 
strikes produced. As with most issues from this era, seldom is 
t his date found any finer than XF with this piece being one of 
the finest known. Sharply struck, the devices are outlined 
with a strong edging of reddish patina and there are 
significant amounts of luster still seen on both sides. Lightly 
marked. Trends $4,650. 

1103 NGC 1866 AU 58. Very rare in all grades, the '66-P is a 
distinctly rare item in AU condition. This is the finest coin 
certified by eithef of the major services and is only weakly 
challenged by three mint state coins that were cataloged as 
such in auctions from many years past (Miles 1968, WGC 
1946, and Bell 1944). Sharply struck throughout, the surfaces 
are bright and retain much original luster. There are a few 
tiny abrasions scattered about, but none that one could cite as 
identifiers for pedigree purposes. Trends $4,400 in AU 50, 
unlisted any finer. 

1104 PCGS 1867-S AU 50. Rare in any condition and considered 
unique in AU. This is the one and only AU 50 thus far certified 
by PCGS or NGC, and the highest grade known to either 
service. No mint state examples have been certified. Some of 
the obverse stars and the eagle's neck feathers are flatly 
struck, but, the overall appearance is quite appealing. A usual 
amount of tiny contact marks are present as is normal for 
most of the gold coins of this period. Trends $13,500.

1109 PCGS 1869-S XF 45. A very rare coin in any grade, the 
is "prohibitively rare above VF" according to Breen.

This 
piece shows impressive prooflike fields and only minor 
scuffiness. Very rare in mint condition. Population: 1 in 61, 
only 1 finer. Trends $4,250. 

1163 NGC 1891 MS 60. Sharply struck with much reddish color in 
the fields. A very scarce item in mint condition. Population: 9 
in 60, 11 finer. 

1164 PCGS 1892 MS 63. Deep reddish-golden color characterize 
this conditionally scarce Coronet half eagle.

This date is unknown to either PCGS 
or NGC in mint state, and a total of just eleven AUs have been 
graded by both services combined.

Trends $6,500. 

1344 NGC 1855-0 VF 35. A low mintage of only 18,000 pieces and a 
significant rarity in grades XF and above make an interesting 
opportunity to own this better dated eagle. Trends to $775. 

1345 PCGS 1856-0 XF 40. A very rare New Orleans ten and one 
that is seldom seen in any grade. Only 14,500 business strikes 
were produced, and this piece is fairly typical for the issue 
with softly defined central details. Lightly marked with a faint 
edging of orange patina surrounding the devices. Trends 
$3,400. 

1346 NGC 1856-S AU 53. Well struck with clean surfaces that are 
remarkably free from abrasions. A common date in the series, 
but still a worthwhile coin in AU condition. Trends $2,350 in 
AU 50. 

1347 PCGS 1857-0 XF 45. Another scarce, dated Liberty ten 
dollar. With a miniscule mintage of only 5,500 pieces, this 
qualifies as one of the most desirable New Orleans dates in the 
series. Most of the coins thus far certified are lower on the 
grading scale. Deep coppery-gold color, and good detail 
definition further enhance this piece. Trends $3,300. 

1348 NGC 1861-S AU 50. An extremely rare No Motto ten that is 
occasionally available in lower grades but prohibitively rare in 
XF or better. While often weakly struck, this piece possesses 
quite good definition on the hair curb, stars, and the eagle. 
Deep reddish-orange color with a hint of luster remain under 
the devices. Trends $14,500. 

1349 NGC 1862 AU 60. Another seldom encountered date in the 
Liberty eagle series in any grade, let alone, an AU. In fact, 
neither service has certified a mint state 1862. A few small 
bagging abrasions that show on Liberty's cheek and under her 
chin are mentioned for accuracy only. Trends $5,850. 

1350 PCGS 1862 AU 53. A very rare date in the No Motto series 
and one that is prohibitively rare in AU condition. This date is 
so elusive that the rare proofs are easier to locate than high 
grade business strikes. Definitely a condition census coin, this 
coin is currently tied for second finest known with 5 other 
pieces in this grade by both major services, and only 1 finer 
(an AU 55). This piece is well defined in most areas and shows 
an occasional splash of light reddish color on each side. There 


are a few marks on each side, but none worthy of individual 
mention. Trends $5,850 in AU 50. 

1351 NGC 1865 AU 58. This is the first 1865 eagle we have offered 
in over a year and a half (maybe longer, that's when we began 
keeping track of such things). The mintage was a paltry 3,980 
pieces and on the odd occasion when an 1865 is offered, it is 
usually only VF or perhaps XF at best. This specimen is one of 
the finest examples known and is really quite close to mint 
condition. The surfaces are extensively abraded with small 
marks, but perhaps these are magnified unfairly by the 
reflective nature of the fields on each side. Rich reddish color 
is noted, and the striking details are generally strong except 
for softness over the ear of Liberty. The most noticeable 
abrasions are in the obverse fields by stars 2, 4, and 10. Sure 
to generate much interest among gold specialists. Trends 
$11,500 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

1352 PCGS 1867 AU 50. Of the original mintage of only 3,140 
coins, the small remaining population is almost entirely VF 
and XF. To date, no mint state examples have been certified 
by either grading service, and the occurrence of an AU 
example is considered very rare. This attractive coin has a 
bright, coppery appearance accented with an abundance of 
prooflike luster visible around the devices. Trends $9,750. 

1353 PCGS 1868 AU 50. Much like the preceding lot, the 1868 
eagle is virtually unknown in grades above XF with no mint 
state coins being certified by either NGC or PCGS. Well struck 
with some luster still showing, this coin has an abrasion in 
front of Liberty's mouth and one below the eagle's left wing on 
the reverse. These are mentioned for pedigree purposes as it 
may be a long time until another specimen of this date and 
grade is seen. Trends $5,250. 

1354 PCGS 1870 AU 53. A rare P-mint eagle in any grade, struck 
from a mintage of just 4,025 business strikes, with the 
majority of pieces in the VF to XF range. This coin is fully 
original and retains appreciable glimmers of luster, 
particularly on the reverse. Akers notes that he had seen "only 
one that graded as high as AU" and no known uncirculated 
examples have surfaced in the last fifty years. One of the 
finest known 1870 eagles and of great interest to specialists in 
this series. Trends $5,000 in AU 50, unlisted higher. 

1355 PCGS 1870-S XF 40. An extraordinary condition rarity that 
is seldom seen above the XF level. Only 8,000 pieces were 
minted and very few survive today in any grade. This is a well 
defined piece with no obvious or distracting blemishes and 
showing very light reddish color in the fields. Trends $4,150. 

1356 PCGS 1872 XF 40. The 1872 is one of the rarest dates in the 
entire Coronet series, and is one that is often recognized by 
collectors who do not specialize in gold. The mintage is a 
miniscule 1,620 pieces and Breen estimates that perhaps as 
few as 10-12 coins survive in all grades. Most are heavily 
marked and low grade with this XF 40 being slightly above the 
median grade usually seen. This piece does not show any large 
or distracting marks, just a few small ones on each side that 
are consistent with the grade. Some softness of strike is noted 
on the highpoints and the coin has a light reddish caste 
overall. Trends $5,500. 

1357 ANACS 1873-S VF 20. A very seldom encountered dated 
Liberty ten-dollar coin. This piece has even wear only, and no 
detracting marks or damage. 

1358 PCGS 1874 AU 55. Sharply struck with light yellow-gold color 
and peppered with small abrasions on each side. Slightly 
scarcer issue. Trends $475 in AU 50, $2,750 in MS 60. 
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1359 PCGS 1876-S AU 53. The mintage for this date is 5,000 

pieces, the second lowest San Francisco eagle behind only the 
1864-S and tied with the 1860-S. As might be expected, this 
coin is considered rare in any condition. A further 
enhancement might be that PCGS shows this piece as a 
condition census coin, the only AU 53 with none graded 
higher. Neither NGC or PCGS has graded a mint state 
example. This specimen has never been dipped or cleaned in 
any way, and over the years, some moderate, coppery patina 
has accumulated. There is a small scratch-like abrasion on the 
reverse at 7 o'clock. Unlisted in Trends above XF. 

13G0 NGC 1878 AU 55. Bright surfaces with an outline of reddish 
patina around the devices. Akers calls this issue "very scarce 
in AU condition." Trends $350 in AU 50, $2,400 in MS 60. 

1361 NGC 1878 MS 61. An uncommon date, the 1878 is a condition 
rarity among the later issues in the Coronet series, being 
especially elusive in mint state. This piece is fully struck and 
quite clean overall, with an overall brightness. Population: 3 in 
61, 6 finer. Trends $2,400 in MS 60. 

1362 PCGS 1878-S XF 40. Another scarce dated Liberty eagle. 
Some mint luster is still visible on this otherwise bright coin. 
The strike is mostly sharp with the only exception being the 
mintmark, which is a little weak. Trends $2,000. 

1363 PCGS 1878-S AU 50. This coin is considered scarce as a date, 
and as an AU, a condition rarity. PCGS has not yet certified 
any mint state examples of this date. Some rich, golden patina 
graces both sides, and the strike is certainly respectable, 
although not quite full. Trends $6,000. 

1364 PCGS 1878-S AU 55. Very rare in any condition and seldom 
available any better than XF, the '78-S is one of the most 
respected condition rarities in the series of With Motto tens. 
This is a well struck coin with bright surfaces that shows a bit 
of light golden-orange color. The most obvious surface marks 
are a thin, shallow scratch in the right obverse field and a 
couple of small marks below the eagle's beak and above the 
leftmost olive leaf. Trends $6,000 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

1365 NGC 1879 MS 60. Sharply struck, but a bit dull in in the luster 
category. There is one noticeable abrasion on Liberty’s cheek. 

1366 PCGS 1880 MS 61. Very flashy for the grade, with full mint 
brilliance and frosty devices. The 1880 eagle is the earliest 
Coronet ten to show up in any quantities in mint state, 
although pieces grading higher than MS 62 are rare. 
Population: 21 in 61, 14 higher. 

1367 NGC 1880 MS 61. Well struck. 

1368 NGC 1880 MS 62. A few facial abrasions on the obverse. 

1369 PCGS 1880-0 XF 45. An elusive New Orleans ten, one of just 
9,200 pieces originally produced, and a coin that is rarely seen 
in grades above XF. The bright surfaces retain considerable 
luster about the devices. Trends $1,475 in XF 40, $3,100 in AU 
50. 

1370 PCGS 1880-0 XF 45. Rich orange-gold color in the fields and 
faint remnants of a prooflike surface. There tire several more 
noticeable marks in the obverse fields. A scarce O-mint ten 
Trends $1,475 in XF 40, $3,100 in AU 50. 

1371 NGC 1880-S MS 61. Some contact marks on the obverse. 


1372 PCGS 1881 MS 62. Boldly struck with bright, satiny luster. A 
common issue in lesser grades of uncirculated, but select and 
better examples are scarce.

A presentable, branch mint double eagle 
of the type without IN GOD WE TRUST. 

1544 PCGS 1852-0 AU 58. Prooflike surfaces are clearly visible 
under the small amount of circulation this coin has seen. Four 
AU-58s have been graded by PCGS, and only one mint state 
example is known to them. Scarce and desirable as a date.

1551 PCGS 1864-S AU 50. A very scarce Type One issue, almost 
the entire population of which is in VF-XF grades. This is a 
well struck piece with much mint luster remaining and 
showing no large or distracting surface marks. Rare as such.

1552 PCGS 1864-S AU 58. Very scarce in higher grades as most all 
of the known examples are XF and below. While this coin is 
not a picture of beauty due to some dullness and rather heavy 
abrasions, it still should be considered as a desirable example.

An important condition rarity, this 
piece at the AU 58 level is tied with several other coins as the 
second finest certified. A bit softly struck on on the obverse, 
that side is also more extensively abraded than the reverse. 
Much reddish color can be seen in the fields. Trends $1,650 in 
AU 50, $12,250 in MS 60. 

1560 NGC 1869-S XF 45. Bright appearance. 

1561 PCGS 1869-S MS 60. A deep golden color complements a 
reasonably good strike for the date. There is a normal amount 
of minor abrasions, but no heavy ones to report. Most 
examples are XF and below with only seven MS 60s and two 
higher having been graded by PCGS. Trends $5,500. 

1562 NGC 1869-S MS 60. A scarce Type Two twenty, especially in 
higher grades, the '69-S is definitely rare at the MS 60 level 
with very few strictly uncirculated pieces known.

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1565 NGC 1873 Closed 3 AU 58. By far, the scarcer of the two 
varieties this year. Few mint state examples are known to 
both services. Trends $1,500 in AU 50, and $4,700 in MS 60. 

1566 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Lustrous and sharply struck. 

1567 PCGS 1873-S MS 60. Closed 3. Uncommon date. Green-gold 
toning has formed on both sides and, a copper spot has 
developed at 12 o’clock on the obverse. Trends $2,000. 

1568 NGC 1874 MS 60. Sharply struck with a couple of rose-violet 
stains along the left obverse border. Scarcer Type Two issue. 
Trends $1,750. 

1569 NGC 1874-S MS 60. Bright and lustrous with light surface 
marks generally concentrated on the obverse. Scarcer issue in 
mint state. Trends $1,600. 

1570 NGC 1874-S MS 60. Shimmering luster but downgraded by 
numerous obverse field marks. Trends $1,600. 

1571 PCGS 1874-S MS 61. Lustrous and well struck. Only five 
specimens have been certified as MS 61 by PCGS with none 
higher.

1572 PCGS 1875 MS 63. Attractive yellow-copper appearance with 
ample mint luster and, excellent striking characteristics. 
PCGS has certified only six in this grade with none higher. 
Unlisted in Trends. 

1573 NGC 1875-CC MS 60. While a common date relative to other 
Carson City twenties, the '75-CC is in much demand as a CC 
type coin , due in large part because it can occasionally be 
located in mint condition. This piece is semi-prooflike and 
shows darker gray accents of color on the highpoints of the 
devices and a few abrasions scattered about. Trends $2,150. 

1574 PCGS 1875-CC MS 63. An exceptional condition rarity, this 
coin has bright frosted mint luster that rolls around the 
surfaces and is uninterrupted by any but the most 
insignificant marks. This is an extraordinary coin. It looks 
more like one of the common date S-mints from the 1890s, but 
is even more lustrous, that abundance of mint frost being one 
of the characteristics of Carson City coinage. The reverse is 
easily at least one grade higher by itself, and there are very 
few marks on the obverse. One of only two pieces to have been 
so graded by PCGS with none finer. Trends $22,000. 

1575 PCGS 1876-CC AU 55. A premium piece for the grade, the 
surfaces are an even yellow-gold color and are minimally 
marked for a circulated coin. Sharply struck also. Trends 
$1,100 in AU 50. $5,500 in MS 60. 

1576 NGC 1876-CC AU 58. Bright prooflike fields, the surfaces are 
lightly marked with a few more obvious abrasions on the face 
of Liberty. A sharply struck example of this popular and 
slightly scarcer Type Two Carson City twenty. 

1577 NGC 1876-CC MS 60. A scarce CC twenty in mint state 
condition. This piece is very sharply struck and shows bright, 
reflective surfaces on each side, and no major impairments. 
Trends $5,500. 

1578 NGC 1876-CC MS 61. Tied with several other pieces as 
second finest certified, this piece has bright, dazzling mint 
luster and is well struck with a few small abrasions scattered 
mostly across the obverse.

Population: 12 
in 61, 2 higher. 

1582 NGC 1877-S MS 61. Minimal abrasions are present. 

1583 NGC 1878 MS 60. Better than a common date, this richly 
colored piece has numerous small marks peppered across the 
obverse.

Brighter in appearance with ample mint 
frost.

1588 NGC 1878-SMS 60. Extremely bright with semi-reflective 
surfaces. 

1589 NGC 1878-S MS 61. Well abraded and displaying pleasing 
original color. Trends $1,025 in MS 60. 

1590 PCGS 1879-CC AU 50. A most appealing example of this low- 
mintage (10,708 pieces) Carson City double eagle, displaying 
considerable luster and a noticeable absence of heavy surface 
marks. With mint state pieces being virtually unobtainable, 
this attractive '79-CC should be of considerable interest to 
double eagle and Carson City specialists.

Scarce and desirable as a date with a 
mintage of only 9,450 pieces. This coin shows typical wear 
with one rather heavy mark on Liberty’s cheek.

1601 PCGS 1885-S MS 62. Bright cartwheel luster with a pretty 
rich-golden patina. The strike is quite full as is normal for 
these San Francisco issues.

A condition scarcity as there are only 
ten coins certified by PCGS in 63 and none higher. Deeply 
lustrous with a bright greenish-gold appearance. A very 
attractive example.

Despite a few minor marks on the 
eagle, a premium coin for the grade. 

1871 NGC 1934 Texas MS 65. Toned a natural silvery-gray. 

1872 NGC 1935 Texas MS 67. A superb, untoned, and fully struck 
specimen. 

1873 NGC 1935-S Texas MS 65. Lustrous and untoned. 


1874 PCGS 1935 Texas PDS Set MS 65. All three coins exhibit 
bright, untoned surfaces, while the D-mint is highly reflective 
on the obverse.

Serial number 649 stamped on reverse. Variety without scrolls 
by state seal and no line above COLO. This specimen has 
gained a deep gray color over the years, and is a very 
interesting piece of American history.

Laurel 
wreath reverse, struck in copper-nickel. The surfaces appear 
original and very close to gem quality, being kept from that 
level by a single, almost unnoticeable hairline extending down 
from the A in STATES. 

1949 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-211, R.5, PR 64. Oak wreath 
reverse, struck in copper-nickel. There is an inescapable spot 
at the U in UNITED and the surfaces are toned in pleasing 
reddish-gold and blue-green shades. 

1950 PCGS 1863 Half Dollar, Judd-339, R.5. PR 64 Red and 
Brown. Close to the regular issue design, but with GOD OUR 
TRUST as the motto, struck in copper. 

1951 PCGS 1869 Dime, Judd-702, R.5, PR 65. Standard Silver 
design with a diadem in Liberty's hair on the obverse; the 
reverse has an oak and laurel wreath with STANDARD 
SILVER above and the date below with 10 CENTS in the 
center. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Deeply toned on 
both sides with brighter, variegated, multicolored patina on 
the reverse. 
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1952 NGC 1871 Quarter, Judd-1102, R.7, MS 66 Brown. Regular 
die trials piece, struck in copper with a reeded edge. Even 
brown color over both sides with glossy surfaces. An unspotted 
gem whose only difference between 1871 and today is the 
mellowed color. 

1953 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar. Judd-1322, R.5, PR 63. One of 
several proposed designs for the Trade dollar, struck in five 
different variations, this one struck in silver with a reeded 
edge. The obverse exhibits minor differences to the adopted 
die, most notably longer extensions to the base. The reverse 
depicts a small eagle with raised wings. Attractive steel-violet 
toning with subtle iridescent blue flashes at the borders. 

1954 PCGS 1874 Twenty-Cent Piece, Judd-1355, R.6, PR 64 
Red and Brown. The Bailly design, with the reverse being 
similar to the regular issue adopted the following year. Struck 
in copper with a plain edge. Lovely rose highlights on either 

1955 NGC 1875 Twenty-Cent Piece, Judd-1407, R.6, PR 64. The 
obverse is similar to the adopted die but LIBERTY is incused 
rather than raised as on the regular issue coins. The reverse, 
however, is quite different with this being the famous 1/5 OF 
A DOLLAR reverse design.

The shimmering brilliance of the coin is overlaid with a light 
layer of golden-rose patina. A lovely example of this rare 
pattern and the first we have seen in several years.
